The details suggest a grade of 
Very Fine, and the surfaces are relatively nice and clean (particular- 
ly when one considers the miserable state of preservation in which 
most of these pieces are found). Except for a few minor rim bruises 
and dings, this is an above-average example of this Colonial Type. 

According to the GUIDEBOOK, “these coins are made of a composition of 75% 
copper, 24% zinc. and .3% silver known as Bath metals.” Because of the high percen- 
tage of zinc. many of the surviving pieces have been the victim of a high incidence 
of localized corrosion (similar to the “tin-pesting” found on the 1688 American Plan- 
tations tokens).

Crosby 1-B, Rarity 3, with the “NOVA CONSTELLATIO” 
obverse, and blunt rays. Fine, with lightly and uniformly granular 
surfaces.

“Britannia” variety. A nice Fine example, with the reverse struck 
from a deliberately weakened die. Olive and tan, with surfaces 
which are nicer than usual.

In the 1850-1920 “heyday” 
of Numismatics, Colonials were the most actively collected 
series of all U.S. numismatics. In auctions such as the 
Mickey, Parmelee, Bushnell and Mills sales, selected early 


American rarities were the “star attractions.” Despite a 
basic lack of collector interest, there is still considerable 
research being done on Colonials. We urge all serious 
collectors—or even beginners—to subscribe to the Colonial 
Newsletter; write to James Spillman at P.O. Box 4411, 
Huntsville, Alabama, 35802.

Mostly brown 
in color, with traces of the original red color still adhering to the 
lettering and devices. It is very rare to find any 1853 Half Cent 
with original mint red still in evidence, making this a rare oppor- 
tunity indeed for the Half Cent collector. The only defect worth 
mentioning is a small cut beneath Liberty's chin. 


9. 1831 Gem Proof (65/65) “First Restrike, ” Rarity 5. From our 
1985 GNA Sale, where it was described (in part) as follows: “A 
blazing red example of this scarce and popular Proof-only date. 
The obverse displays a few minor carbon “flecks” (although fewer 
than expected on a copper coin from this era); the reverse is even 
nicer. Undoubtedly, this is one of the finest examples known of 
this date.” 

Two examples of this date have traded recently which reflect the popularity of the 
issue. A Very Fine “Original” sold for $5000+ and an Extremely Fine example 
sold for $7500. Proof examples. being of considerable higher quality, should be worth 
as much (or more) than these circulated examples. 


10. 1835 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Cohen 2, Rarity 1. Mostly 
brown in color, with traces of the original mint red still in evidence 
about the lettering and devices. A  well-struck, afford- 
able example of the Type. 13. 1855 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Cohen 1, Rarity 1, the only 

variety of the year. The surfaces of both sides are exceptionally 

glossy and lustrious. The original mint color has faded to an at- 
tractive blend of chocolate brown and tan hues. Traces of the 

GEM PROOF 1836 HALF CENT original mint red still adhere about the devices and lettering! A 

small spot is visible on one of Liberty's lower hair curls; the reverse 

exhibits a few very small areas of inactive discoloration (the result 
of impurities in the metal, and not corrosion). The right stars on 
the obverse display a weakness of strike that is characteristic of 
this date.

We have always maintained that copper coins are unfairly treated when it comes 
to toning. Silver coins are unfairly considered to be more desirable when found with 
original, attractive toning. Copper coins, on the other hand, seem most desirable 
when they possess their full, original red color. In reality, full red pieces are very 
unstable, and unless properly cared for, their color will eventually begin to turn. 

B. H. Collins (a Large Cent collector famous for his impeccable taste) was once 
asked the question, “What constitutes a perfect cent, 1793-1814?" Excerpts from his 
response follow: “Color - any fixed color, light olive preferred, though black or dark 
very acceptable. Red secondary. which, though beautiful, will not stay put...I have 
perfect cents that were red 30 years ago, but have changed to various colors-beautiful 
light olive to lustrous steel or black. Shall I discard them on account of changing 
to dark color and seek red, to duplicate my experience? Nay, nay.” (THE 
NUMISMATIST. APRIL 1924). 


17. 1855 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Red and brown, with smooth. 
glossy surfaces that are free of defects. 


18. 1856 Uncirculated (60/60). Both sides display approximately fifty 
percent of the original mint red color, the balance has toned to 
an even brown hue. Kept from the Choice category by the presence 
of a few small contact marks on the obverse.

Nickel Coinage (Three Cent or Five Cent). Because of its 
chemical composition, Nickel coinage is especially prone to 
spotting and/or surface disturbance. It is, unfortunately, 
exceedingly difficult to find Nickel coinage—regardless of 
denomination which does not display some degree of spotting. 


Because of this fact, the grading standards of Nickel coins 
are different from, say, silver coins. A Proof-65/65 Nickel 
coin may show a few spots but these will (at least by us) be 
mentioned in the description. A Nickel coin which is entirely 
devoid of spots (as well as, of course, hairlines and other 
impairments) is inevitably accorded a ‘67/67” grade.

SMALL CENTS (1856-DATE) 
FLYING EAGLE TYPE (1856-1858) 


20. 1856 Proof (60/60). State IV of Breen’s 5-D die combination, with 


“new die file mark through U to border above N” on the obverse, 
and a perfect reverse.” Kept from the Choice class by the presence 
of microscopically visible friction on the high points, and a few 
tiny marks in the fields. The color is a subdued golden-red in col- 
or; the reverse displays much of the underlying Proof brilliance. 
The 1856 Flying Eagle Cent is extremely popular with collectors 
because of its simultaneous status as the first year of the entire 
Small Cent series and its recognition as one of the great rarities 
of the series. Although generally considered a pattern issue, its 
popularity as a collectible item has been reflected by the 
GUIDEBOOK’S inclusion of the date with the regular issue 
coinages! 


21. 1857 Uncirculated (60/60).A lustrous, brilliant example, with ex- 


cellent eye appeal. Both sides display a number of small spots; 
otherwise, this piece has legitimate claims to a higher grade. An 
excellent, affordable example of the Type. 


1857 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Both sides are overlaid with 
a layer of subtle pinkish toning. The underlying luster and brilliance 
is above-average. The obverse displays a faint scratch above the 
eagle’s head; the reverse is struck from “greased” dies, and displays 
some planchet roughness (as made) in the area of ON and CE 
of ONE CENT. 


RARE 1857 PROOF SMALL CENT 


23. 1857 Choice Proof (63/65).The presently offered example does 
not match the description of the sole variety Breen lists in his book 
as having been struck as a Proof, but to use his terminology, the 
“fabric” of this piece is totally unlike that of Mint State examples. 
Rather, it displays all the characteristics of a Proof emission, such 
as a needle-sharp strike, wire rims, mirrored fields, and square 
rims. We are describing it as a Proof in accordance with those 
characteristics. Both sides display a bright golden color with brick- 
red toning. Two carbon spots and one or two insignificant marks 
are visible on the obverse; the reverse is unspotted, but less brilliant 
by comparison. Exceptionally rare as a pre-1858 Proof issue, and 
one of only a handful of specimens available to represent this short- 
lived Type.

1869 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The popular and rare 
1869/8” variety. Virtually all of the original mint red is still in 
evidence, with a touch of brown toning on the high points. In 
this lofty state of preservation, this is probably the second most 
desirable Indian Head Cent (after the 1877). As such, it represents 
an equally rare opportunity for a serious collector to obtain a top- 


notch example of one of the true “keys” of the series. 

The GUIDEBOOK has recently added a statement explaining the criteria for the 
1869/8" variety, as follows: “The 9 is doubled on some varieties of the 1869. on 
others it appears to be over an 8, although it is probably only a doubled 9." It seems 
that what has been designated the “1869/8” variety in the past is more likely an 
1869/69. Regardless of the designation. however, the variety is immediately 
recognizable and of incredible popularity and scarcity 


1872 Choice Proof (63/63). The obverse of this example displays 
a lovely brilliant gold and red color; the reverse is darker and more 
subdued in appearance. Both sides display one or two minor spots 
(which are common to most copper Proof coins - even the modern 
issues!). 

Only 950 (or so) Proofs were struck in this year. 


1873 Extremely Fine (40/40). The exceedingly rare ‘Doubled 
LIBERTY” variety, which is UNPRICED in all grades in the 
GUIDEBOOK. The doubling of LIBERTY on the headband is 
glaringly obvious under magnification; to the unaided eye, the let- 
tering appears blurred. The most recent record of sale of which 
we are aware is for a “MS-60, cleaned Uncirculated” in the 
January, 1984 Bowers & Ruddy Galleries, Inc. sale of the “Roy 
Harte Collection - Part IIT’which realized $1210! 


1873 Choice Proof (63/63). The “Closed 3” variety (as are all 
of the Proofs). Very similar in appearance to the 1872 above, but 
more deeply toned and less brilliant. This is a very pleasing, 
unspotted example of this date. 

One of only 1100 (or so) Proofs struck in this year. Interestingly enough, the reverse 
is a re-use of that of 1872! 


1891 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Virtually full mint red, with ex- 
cellent cartwheel luster. Fully original, and rare as such.

85. 1794 Very Fine (30/30). Valentine 2. This is an attractive, unclean- 


ed example of the first year of the entire Type. The obverse is nicely 
centered, evenly struck, and totally consistent with the grade. The 
reverse displays similar characteristics, but has some minimal rim 
damage at K-9 (which may be a planchet flaw or an ancient filing 
mark to test the piece). The only defects worth mentioning are 
a tiny depression in the field to the immediate left of the eagle’s 
head, and one or two microscopic pin-scratches (again, these are 
consistent with the grade). Above-average for the issue, and a pleas- 
ing and desirable Type coin. 

Based on die evidence, it has been determined that the 1794 Half Dimes were not 
struck until early 1795. Coinage of precious metals was delayed at the U.S. Mint 
because of the inability of the Chief Coiner and the Assayer to post the required 
bonds. It took the intervention of Thomas Jefferson and David Rittenhouse (the Direc- 
tor of the first Mint), and a special Act of Congress to loosen the requirements so 
that the coinage of precious metals could finally take place. This is the reason no 
coins other than Half Cents and Large Cents were struck in 1793!

EXCEPTIONAL AND SCARCE 1805 HALF DIME 


_ 1805 Extremely Fine (45/45). Valentine 1, the only variety found 
in this scarce year. This is a pleasing example, with excellent luster 


and details (where they are struck up). The tip of the bust and 
the corresponding portion of the reverse are weakly struck (this 
striking anomaly is typical of this date, as evidenced by the Valen- 
tine plate coin; in fact, in overall quality, the obverse of this piece 
exceeds that plated in Valentine)! Very scarce, and very difficult 
to locate in this excellent state of preservation. This specimen is 
at least equal to (or better than) the EF piece offered by RAR- 
COA in Auction °81 (at $3850.), and appears to be bested only 
by the Uncirculated specimen sold in Stack’s 1973 ““Reed Hawn” 
sale. In addition, this piece boasts the rare arc-like die-break 
through the 5 of the date, confirming the description of same by 
B. Max Mehl in his Atwater catalogue.

217. 1835 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). EUSD 1, Rarity 1. A fabulous, 
glittering jewel, with exceptionally original color, luster and sur- 
faces.

514. 1795 Very Fine (30/30). Bolender-10, Rarity 7. The overall col- 


oration is superb and original, with grey surfaces changing to 
gold at the protected areas. The surfaces are virtually perfect, 
with no adjustment marks or abrasions; the centering and strike 
are very acceptable as well. This is the first example of this very 
rare die variety to be sold at auction in over five years, and it 
is a very important coin for the specialist. 

This variety combines the B-] and B-16 obverse with a reverse also used on B-17 
(characterized by only one berry opposite the final A in AMERICA). Although 
accorded a Rarity 6 level by Bolender, this variety is, in fact, a Rarity 7 by modern 
standards. The finest known is the World's Greatest Collection: 12 - 1949 ANA 
Sale - Bareford: 404 (which is a Prooflike Uncirculated), The piece which we offer 
here was Lot 3099 of the 1952 ANA Sale, and it is clearly the second finest known

superb example, which retains virtually all of its original Mint 


luster. The surfaces are untoned, except for a crescent of

1960's (When the government was still redeeming obsolete Silver Certificates with 
Silver Dollars). From a level of $4,000., the value of the 1903-O dropped overnight 
to a mere $30! Today, it is clear that the thousands of coins released did little to 
quench the extreme collector demand for this date.

Restrike of 1880. This is a very early restrike, which shows fewer 
central striations than normally seen on these official restrikes 
(accordingly, there is nearly full definition on the hair). The sur- 
faces are fully reflective, quite clean and they have toned to a 
superb deep gold hue. Unlike the great majority of ‘‘Stellas,” 
this piece has never been cleaned or dipped. An exceptional ex- 
ample of this popular and exotic denomination. 

The exact number of restrikes for this issue is unknown; estimates vary from 
400 to over 600. Many of the survivors have been horribly cleaned, or were used 
in jewelry (supposedly for presentation purposes in Washington's brothels during 
the 1880's!) The originals of this issue are exceedingly rare and can be ascertained 
by their total lack of central planchet striations. The weight of the pieces (which 
has been believed to be the best attribution tool in the past) is no longer a satisfac- 
tory factor in determining status, as some of the Restrikes weigh exactly the same 
(108 grains) as the Originals.
